‘GREAT BRITAIN 
IMPORTING FEWER 
NE ANIMALS 


Statistics Show Less Beef 
Being Shipped from U.S, 
and Canada, 


Ottawa, Oct. 10.—Some - additional 
facts dealing with the falling away of 
‘the demand for live animals. by Great 
| Brita! n is contained in a report of the 
board of agriculture ‘and fisheries for 
Mngland for the year 1912 which re- 
cently reached Ottawa, 

According to the report the num- 
ber of cattle imported into England 
allye has been declining year by year 
since 1905, when 565,000 were landed. 
In 1911 the number had fallen to 200,- 
000, but in 1912 it fell to less than one- 
fourth of that, the total received being 
only 49,000. Imports of live shee, 
which practically ceased in 1910, but 
recovered slightly in 1911, fell again to 
15,000 in 1912, The decadence of the 
trade in live animals has been balanced 
by the increased imports of animals “in 
the careass” the quantity of fresh beef 
importell in 1912 exceeded ~8,000,000 
hundred weight, having doubled in 10 
years, The imports of fresh mutton 
amounted to over,5,000,000 cwt, being 
somewhat Jess than in 1910 and 1911, 
but over 1,000,000 cwt- more than they 
were 10 years ago. Taking -vll kinds 
of meat together, the aggregate over- 
sea receipts were in 1912, as in 191], 
about 21,000,000 ewt, but the value was 
nearly $14,156,000. The total reached 
$226,092,006. 

During the past six years the quan- 
tity of dead meat received from the 
United States haus declined from 6 3-4 
million ewt, in 1907, to less than 
3,000,000 cwt. in 1912 while those from 
Canada have fallen from nearly 1,000,- 
000 ewt to less than half a million ewt. 
Supplies from New Zealand have 
|shown no expansion, and practically 
the whole of the increased supply have 
come from Argentina and Australia. 
The insignificants to which the import 
of live animals has been reduced has 
wready been noted but the tendency to 
replace ‘this trade by the importation 
of dead meat has been evident. for 
many years past. The value of the live 
eattle imported in 1912 was less than 
$4,860,000 while in 1897 it was nearly 
$51,020,000. The United States supplied 
39,987 head of the imports last year, 
Canada 6,8€0 and the Channel Islands 
2,125, ‘he value of the live sheep im- 
ported in. 1912 was $115,684 as ecom- 
pared with $8,663,168 for 1895 in which 
year the imports were unusually large.

Noted Canadian Doctor is Active 


in New Use of the Metal from 


Which Gas Can be Collected 


That the possession of a plece of 
radium is no longer necessary to give 
radium ‘treatments, and that radium 


treatments can now be given at any 
place, instead of merely at the point 
where the radium itself is kept, is the 
meaning of announcement of Sir 
Frederick Treyes of the London Ra- 
dium institute that radium emanz- 
tions have been used successfully for 
the treatment of certain diseases, ac- 
cordiig to the local physicians who are 
most keenly interested in develop- 
ments in the use of radium as a cura- | 
live agent. They have been aware | 
for some time that suecess has at- | 
tended the use of radium emanations | 
instead of the metal itself In Ger- 
many, especially, the latter have been 
used, and Sir Frederick Treves’  an- 
nouncement came in the nature of a 
final confirmation from the London 
Radium Institute. The value of the 
process can be realized from Sir Fred- 
rick Treyes' statement that) “appar- 
ent cures” have followed the use of 
the emanations jin cases of tumors, 
cancer, and various skin diseases. He 
was “very hopeful’ that time would 
demonstrate these “apparent cures” 
to be permanent cures, though — his 
conservation forbade him to say more 
at present. 

Dr, W. H. B. Aikins, who has_ paid 
more attention to the use of radium 
than perhaps any other Canadian 
physician, and who has been using it | 
for the past three years, explained the 
nature of the “emanations,” “When 
raditan as heated,” he said, “or when 
radium salts are dissolved in water, 
emanations are given off, These are 
really a gas, and can be collected, For 
several days they retain all the quali- 
ties of the radium as regards radio- 
netivity. That is to say, they send oul} 
the same rays that the metal radium 
does. And radium wilk give off these 
emanations indefinitely without losing 
{ts strength. It has been calculated

that a piece of radium could give off 


one small piece of radium. 
whatothe London Radium Institute has 
been doing. Tubes containing the 
emanations have been sent out through 
the country, and patients in widely 
separated places treated. And the 
power all came from the little piece of 
radivm in London, which gave off the 
emanations, 

“Tho London Radium. Institute has 


been conducting experiments with 
those emanations for the past two 
years, Similay experiments have been 
carted on in France, and especially 
Germany, where there are many 


‘emanatoria’ where patients go to be 
treated, The results in most cases 
have been very encouraging. In sume 
hospitals, in the treatment of the early 
stages of cancer, radium is used in- 
stead of the Knife. 

“Radium treatment is usually ad- 
ministered by holding an applicator 
with a minute quantity of the  sub- 
stance above the affected part. With 


ithe treatment by emanations, however, 


it is possible to make an injection in- 
to the tumor, or whatever it is that 
is to be treated, and the radioactivity 
will be actually within it. This is due 
to the fact that the emination loses 
power rapidly, In four days half its 
strength is exhausted,” 
Four Months To Extract Grain 

Radium is by far the most expensive 
substance known. A grain of it 
eosts $115,060. If a pound of it could 
be got together it would be worth $52,- 
906,000, A ton of pitehblende rock, and 
four months’ work are necessary to ex~ 
tract a single grain,

One would have thought that the whole 
coast line had been explored, But, to the 
ainazement of everybody, Lieut, Hughes 
KN,, commanding the English government 
yacht Ivy, 


While cruising along the west 
Coast, near where the river Bonny runs 
Into the sea, discovered a creek not} 


shown on any map or’ chart. Steaming | 
jup this creek and around a bend, pre- 
ceded by a inotor launch takine sound- 
ings, the exploring party suddenly came 
upon a series of recky cliffs extending 
for several miles, averaging fifty feet 
above high water and showing a depth 
right alongside of no less than seventy 
feet of water. The exploring party: 
managed with some difficulty to scale 
the cliffs, and after eutting through 
sonie almost, penetrable  veyetation 
twelve feet in height, encountered na- 
tibes, who, while friendly, bad 
been visited there by white men. 
Town Springs Up 

The creek now turns out to be one 
of the numerous outlets of the river 
Bonny to the sea, but at the same 
time the deepest one. The rock has 
been surveyed and cleared, and is at 
present being converted into the fer- 
minus of the Nigerian Railroad, a 
Whole town having sprung up, with 
Wharyes, railroad shops, warehouses, 
ete.;everything needed, indeed, to de- 
velop the place into a great seaport, 
with 2 wonderfully protected harbor, 
where vessels of the heaviest tonnage 
can come right alongside the wharves 
instead of being obliged to load and 
unload their freight several times out 
at sea, after being conveyed with dif- 
fienlty through the heavy surf of the 
Atlantic Ocean, The harbor {s a won- 
derfully sheltered one, with c« com- 
paratively narrow entrance. It was 
that which led Lieut. Hughes on first 
discovering it to believe that it was 2 
mere creek, 

The new railroad from Port Harcourt 
will be 600 miles in length, and will 
extend to the Udi coal fields, thence 
te the Lunus River, along the edge of 
the Bauchi plateau, connecting: at the 
Waduna River with the existing system 
of Nigerian railroads, 

Lewis Harcoudt was reluctant to 
yield to the suggestion of General Sir 
Frederick Lugard, the Goyernor-Gen- 
eral of Nigeria, that this wonderful 
West African harbor should be called 
by his name.

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THE PRACTICAL EFFECT OF 


THE OPPOSITION’S AMENDMENTS. : 
By an arrangement which does not become a matter of record in the proceedings of 
ihe house, the opposition in the legislature has agreed that after a number of amendments 
io the Waterways bill have been submitted by members on the conservative side the bill will 
be allowed to go through without further obstruction and the original purpose of the govern- 
inent will become law. 

To those who understand the ways of politicians this action is self-explanatory. The 
opposition merely desire to manufacture ammunition. The verdict of the privy council 
says, ih effect, thar the province has no power to expropriate the money raised upon the 
Waterways bonds, and by the same token it has no power to eliminate either itself as the 
endorser or the borrowing company as the security as parties to the bond. The govern- 
tment, therefore, in pursuance of this verdict, arrives at an arrangement with J. D. MacArthur 
to take over the Waterways company and contract and to build the road on the same speci- 
fication as the house accepted for the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia, the con- 
tractors accepting all responsibility of makinga satisfactory arrangement with the banks and 
with whatever parties may have believed or represented that they had claims against the 
Waterways. : ; 

This is the arrangement which the verdict of the privy council permits of, but it does not 
pertil of an arrangement such as is proposed by the opposition. The opposition is quite -as 
fully aware of the fact that the government is bound by the verdict of the privy council as is 
the government; but the opposition ignores this fact in order to manufacture ammunition. 
The Waterways has been the opposition’s only political asset. As a live question they have 
used it on every platform and in every political speech delivered in this province for three 
years. Now that it is about to pass beyond usefulness to them by the settlement provided 
in the legislation before the house, the opposition regrets to see it go. Whether the settle- 
ment of the question is in the best interests of the province or not is not the vital question 
with the conservatives, To them the question is whether or not the settlement robs them of 
some political capital. So, by submitting amendments which the verdict of the privy council 
does not permit, they seek to make it appear that the government is making a_ settlement 
which would have been improved upon had the conservatives been in the position to make 
it themselves—that the government is unwilling to make the best settlement that can be had. 
As a matter of practical fact, all that the conservatives have done so far is to have use- 
lessly blocked the legislation which provides a settlement of the question and for the im- 
inediaite construction of the road.

OPPORTUNITIES IN 
CANADA ATTRAC 
FARMERS OF US 


Migration of Wealthy Ameri- 
can Farmers Means Millions 
Dollars Loss to States, 


In another exchange, The Daily Okla- 
homa, particular stress is fald upon the 
liberal policies of the provincial govern- 
ments regarding the low taxes and the 
setentific currency system in vogue here 
which seem to appeal strongly to the 
farmer of the United States, It says: 

A news item from the far northwest 
apreinees that two special trains arrived 
in western Cunada last week, bringing 650 


farmers from the United States, ‘The 
Interest attached to the newcomers 1s 
the fact that they have no Intention of 


going homesteading, but have left their 
native country with the idea of purchasing 
farms and settling down in the CGanadlan 
west. The first of these trains came in 
by way of North Portal and brought 275 
persons from Illinois, lowa, Kansas and 
Wisconsin, They arrived under the gutd- 
ance of the Canadian Pacific rallway, de- 
partment of natural resources, and they 
were bound for Calgary, Some of them 
possessed from $30,000 10 840,000, and 
on the whole they averaged $10,000 apleco, 
The second special came through Emerson 
and ¢arried 375 homeseekers for the Lost 
Mountain valley districts, The members 
of the party hailed from, Wisconsin, lowa 
and Indiana, They carried with them on 
an average of from $7,000 to 88,000 each, 

The emigration of people of means from 
the United States to Canada is costing this 
country not only many millions of dollars, 
but a class of eltizens we cantll afford to 
lose. AS a usual thing they emigrate from 
our best agricultural states, attracted by 
cheap land and the favorable opportunities 
offered by the Canadian government, 

One of the advantages which Canada 
offers is that of low taxes, or none at ail, 
upon improvements, It is not considered 
a crime worthy of a penalty, dn Canada, 
to Improve real estate, There are no 
panics there, owing to a sclentifie currency 
system, and opportunities for developing 
raw land are exceptionally Hbenal, 

The United States migit afford to con- 
sider the reasons for this emigration, since 
it 18 affecting our most productive clty- 
zenship, We ought to be able to hold our 
own, but we can only do that by holding 
out equal or superior advantages,

The Split Skirt Old, Old Stuff; 


Twentieth century women are sup- 
posed to be responsible for many of 


the freak fashions, such as the hobble 
and the tightly draped skirt, so much 
in vogue today, This idea is erroneous, 
for 2,500 years ago women were 
trousemskirts and in the sixth century 
they had hobble skirts. 

One of the statues recovered from 
the ruins of Herculaneum and Pompeii 
represents a handsome young Creck 
woinen dressed in a hobble skirt so 
narrow that you wonder how she ever 
managed to walk in it, A little 
Etruscan figure shows that some wo- 
men went further and donned the 
divided skirt and Turkish trousers, as 
did this comely maid. 

Still another statue shows ‘hat the 
style of skirt so popular this seasen 
was no less popular in the days of 
Pompeil. The statue shows a Greek 
society woman who has just returned 
from her gardens, where she has been 
picking fruit. She has taken off her 
hat, but the rest of the costume sug- 
gests a modish spring suit, The jacket 
is cut away and short. The skirt Is 
draped in a number of narrow, grace- 
ful folds that are caught up at one 
side, This graceful overskirt gives 
the appearance of being comfortable, 
but this is a blind to hide the extreme- 
ly tight underskirt. 

Iiverybody who has studied the 
statues of the graceful Aphrodite, in 
which she is shown wearing a draped 
skirt, slashed in front, is reminded of 
the modern gown that reveals a silk 
petticoat and hose. 

The militant Athena, to be seen In 
the museum at Dresden, is so up to 
date that she objects to wearing any 
petticoat. She prefers showing the 
outline of her figure through a trans- 
parent skirt, 

Not one of these women has her hair 
dressed pompadour—nearly all have it 
parted in the middle, but some wear 
the part on one side, The Greek and 
Roman women created the fashion of 
wearing the hair in a psyche knot and 
in a low knot at the nape of the neck, 
just as is the fashion today.

IN LOVE. 


FALL 


“Tall in love and keep always In 
love if you wish to remain young,” 
said Dr. Josiah Oldfield in the course 
of one of his lectures on the secret of 
“Perpetual Youth.” 

“There is nothing more important 
than this to prevent men and women 
from growing old and even in some 
cases from dying prematurely. Tf you 
are married all you have to do {s to 
keep falling in love all over again with 
your husband or your wife. If you do 
this you will never find time to adopt 
the nagging habit and there is nothing 
in the world which ages like that 
habit.” 

Dr. Oldfield is strong in his denunci- 
ation of the loveless Individual, “If 
you do not know how to fall in love 
vou must practice until you JTearn. 
You are never too old to learn, and af- 
ter you have Jearned then you are 
young again.” 

“A person who has never been in 
love and who never wants to,be ony it 
to be drowned," is his conviction. 

Perhaps his theory is responsibl2 to 
a certain extent for the faet that there 
tre so many more women than men in 
most civilized countries, though a cer- 
tain English authority gives as a 
plausible explanation the fact that ‘vo- 
men throw off disease more readily. 
Statisttes shaw that 105 hovs are bora 
to every 100 girls, but the girl has a 
much better chance of attaining ma- 
turity than the boy. 

From the third to the fifteento year 
the mortality for both sexes is the 
same; from the fifteenth to the nine- 
teenth, the critical year for the girl, 
the girl's chances are but slightly bet- 
ter than the boy's; from the thirtieth 
year to the. thirty-fifth the mortality 
is smaller than among men and con- 
tinues smaller until the  seventiefth 
year, Then for a decade and a half 
the sexes have the same chance of 
survival, but above eighty-five women 


again stand a much better chance 
than men. 
To account for this difference, the 


statisticlan points out that woman has 
a much greater resilience In shaking 
off diseases than man. It is true that 
a man's physical strength {fs greater 
than a woman's, but a woman's power 
of resistance {gs much more robust. 
One reason for this is that a woman 
possesses a finer perception of her 
power of endurance than ®& man and 
when her perception warms her of 
fatigue she stops. A man does not 
stop until his power is exhausted. His 
nervous system is not as finely organ- 
ized as a woman's, and as Mosso, the 
Itallan physiologist, has pointed out, 
men and women are entirely depen- 
dent on their nerves for caution not 
to overexert. And while It is true 
that women more easily contract dis- 
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eases, than men, they overcome*them 
with greater case,

E. W. Swaisland Says That They Do Not. Interpret Properly 
the Traffic Bylaws—Suggests That Heavy Traffic Should 
Keep to the Curb—Complains About Danger in Subway. 


“If the policeman on the beat does 
not know which vehicle has the right 


cof way when they meet at Jasper ave- 


nue and any intersecting street, how 
can you expect the driver of a vehicle 
to know?" is the pertinent question 
asked the city commissioners by EB. W. 
Swaisland of the Molsons Bank. 

Another point brought out© in 
communication is the fact that loaded 
teams persist in keeping in the middle 
of the thoroughfare on Jasper avenue, 
when they should be made to keep to 
the curb. The gestures of the police- 
men, he declares, are beyoad ordin- 
ary intelligence, as they all appear to 
have different gestures which often 
puzzle, rather than help, the drivers, 

The slippery condition of the Jas- 
per avenue subway, due to over-wet- 
ting, is also complained of, and the 
suggestion made that a small strip 
might be allowed to remain dry at 
this point for the safety of the animals 
and to avoid danger. 

The coramissioners took no definite 
action in the matter further than to 
refer the letters, without comment, to 
the chief of police and the street sup- 
erintendent. 

The letter submitted by Mr. Swais- 
land, reads as follows: 

“For a long time it has been appar- 
ent to me that whatever traffic bylaws 
the city has, they are either not pro- 
perly carried out or they should be 
revised. Now that the trafllc is be- 
coming so great on our principal thor- 
oughfares, I deem it advisable to draw 
your attention to this matter, feeling 
that unless some action is taken, some 
serious accident will result. 

“S few minutes ago I stopped a po- 
liceman and asked him the question: 
‘Which vehicle would have the right 
of way, assuming they met on Inter- 
section street?’ and as one of the 
streets mentioned happened to be 
Jasper avenue, he said he supposed 
that the Jasper avenue vehicle would 
have the right of way. I then asked 
him if he did not know definitely, and 
whether or not he had received In- 
structions, and he {nfa'med me that 
he had not been instructed and did not 
know. j 

‘T leave it to your own judgment, 
that {f the policemen on the beat does 
not know, how cun you expect the 
driver of a vehicle to know? 

“And among features that are ap- 
parent {is the hauling of heavy loads 
along main thoroughfares at a wall, 
and the teamsters keeping the middle 
of the street. Iam of tho opinion that 
the law says that I should turn to the 
left. It frequently occurs that thore is 
not sufficient room to pass on tho left 
while there {s ample room on the right. 
Why are these heavy teams not made 
to keep the curb? 

“Again I defy any man of ordinary 
intelligence to gather from the ges- 
tures of tho policemen that stand on 
tho corners what they are required to 
do. They all appear to have different 
gestures, and I have frequently seen 
confusion occur, even though the 
drivers are doing their best to follow 
the instructions of the policemen.

CAUSE OF GANGER 


Eminent Surgeon Says Disease 
Appears Only Where Coal 
Coal is Fuel, 


London, Oct. 10—The conelusions 
reached by Charles Greene, of Edin- 
burgh, that there Is a distinct relation- 
ship between the occurrence of cancer 
and the kind of fuel used for domestic 
purposes, was accepted as decisive by 
Sir William Bennett, the eminent sur- 
yeon in his presidential address yester- 
day at the meeting of the coal smoke 
{abatement society. 

Sir William said investigation had 
shown that the incident of cancer was

THE BOAT._THAT FLIES. 
(Vancover World.) 

The wonderful flying boat invented 
by Mr, Glen H. Curtiss, the American 
airman, is undergoing tests before 
British admiralty experts on the south 
coast of England, ‘The inventor claims 
that his boat is particularly adapted 
for launching from battleships. 

The flying boat is described as hav- 
ing the appearance of a miniature bi- 
plane riding on a torpedo-shaped craft, 
The hull of the boat is wedge-shaped, 
broad at the bow and tapering to a 
point at the stern. The boat is 24 
feet Jong, and eight watertight bulk- 
j heads divide the hull laterally, so that 
it is practically unsinkable, as any two 
of these watertight compartments will 
keep the whole machine afloat, Over 
the bow of the boat, and extending 
back to the cockpit, Is a wind and 
spray screen. The cockpit is 3 feet 6 
inches wide, giving ample room for 
two persons to sit. Stretching across 
the bpat and above the heads of the 
passengers are two 32-foot wings or 
planes of laminated .wood.

Gumbert was born tn Pittsburgh forty- 
six years ago today, Oct, 10, 1867, He 
first plaved professional Wall with Zanes- 
ville, in the Tri-State League, at the age 
of twenty, He finished his first season 
with a swatting average of 324, Old Cap 
Anson, of the White Stockings, invited Ad 
to’ Chicago In 1889, At first Gumbert 
didn’t come up to expectations, and the 
janvil chorus knocked him vigorously, but 
Anson held on to him and developed him 
into one of the pitehing stars of the league, 
In 1890 Ad walked out, like the remainder 
of Anson's team, and Jolned the Boston 
club of the Players’ League, He finished 
first among the Brotherhood pitchers, 
winning twenty-two games and losing 


lls j only nine, He went back to Anson In 1891, 


and finished the season with batting ever- 
age of .338, belng second In the league, 
In 1893 Gumbert Joined the Pirates, and 
won twelve games, losing only half as 
many, for his natlye town, The next year 
he won eighteen games and lost fourteen 
batting at a .303 clip, In 1895 he played 
with Brooklyn, Winning eleven of his con- 
tests and losing fifteen, but hanging up a 
Datting average of .344. He finished out 
hls baseball career with Philadelphia) in 
1896, and then settled down In Pittsburgh, 
where he played the game of politics so 
successfully as to win many offices of 
honor and profit, including clerk of the 
court of common pleas, sheriff of Allegheny 
county, and assistant director of charitles, 
AS 0 pitcher Gumbert had magnificent 
control, and he lasued fewer passes than 
any other twirler in the National League,
